Gazette  extra  of  yesterday,  which  contains  tbe 
following: 

From  the  Buffalo  Gaitlte  of  Juns29. 
WAR,  EVENTS. 

On  Saturday  week,  ihe  mounted  men  under  major 
Chopin,  passed  down  to  Queenston.  On  Sunday, 
Mr.  E.  ."lou  1,  of  this  town,  crossed  at  Black  Kock, 
and  with  Ab.  Ransom,  late  of  this  village,  proceed* 
ed  foi'Hueenstou  ;  when  they  bad  passed  the  font 
of  Lu inlay's  Lunc,  (a  plate  principally  settled  by 
the  rangers  tvbolonghi  under  Bullerin  the  revolu- 
tionary wnr)  ibey  were  fired  upon  by  a  small  party 
of  the  enemy  cuucealcd,  mid  Ransom  was  made  pri- 
soner, SLnot  making  his  escape  in  O,ueonston.  For 
several  days  previous  lo  ibis,  sniall  parlies  of  the 
enemy  had  been  lurking  about  tlie  Lane,  and  were 
ul  this  time,  supposed  feotn  their  audacity,  to  hove 
beeu  cnnsiilerably  leinforced.  On  Mondny,  u  de- 
tachment of  150  infantry,  under  capl.  Myers  from 
Fort  George,  with  Cbnpiu's  rnrjis,  marched  for  (he 
Lane;  when  the  advance  came  near  Ihe  place 
where  Hansom  was  taken,  they  wore  fired  upon  hy 
the  enemy,  and  Slnoi  »»..  shot  dead,  5  balls  and  a 
uu.ck-Gb.ul  took  effect!  the  guard  retired,  and  the 
enemy  lotreaicd  before  the  infantry  came  up;  it 
being  apparent  that  (be  enemy  had  retreated  lo 
draw  Out'  troops  inio  a  snare,  ihey  wei-e  pursued  but 
a  short  distance.  N.  D.  Keep,  belonging  to  major 
Cbupiu's  company,  was  taken  asleep  by  (he  enemy 
ahoti  a  mile  ironi  Una  place.  'Ibe  parly  returned 
10  O.ueensiou. 

On  Wetlnesday  last  a  foiee  marched  from  Fort 
George,  under  cbinmand  of  i  ol.  Biersller,  consist- 
ing or  3  or  iOO  infantry,  J  pieces  light  artillery,  20 
dragoons,  and  ob-ml  -10  men  under  major  Lhapin, 
and  encamped  al  ttuceuston.  On  Thursday  morn- 
ing, colonel  Bo-rstlcr  inarched  towards  the  Beaver 
Dam,  and  we  utnlersiund  from  two  of  Cbupiu's' 
men,  who  aiih  *  others  mu.le  their  escape,  that  an 
action  commenced  ai  11  o'clock,  between  the  ad- 
vanced parties,  and  continued  for  some  time,  when 
ihe  enemy  oufllaoked  ami  surrounded  our  men, 
and  have  very  probably  ruptured  them.  We  know 
not  the  loss  in  killed,  but  hope  we  may  obtain  11 
more  correct  account  10-dny.
